A GOOD TAX BILL. 

The radicals in the senate are preparing to make 
a last ditch fight against the tax bill agreed to by 
the conference committee and the President. They 
maintain that the new taxes have been Jevied for 
the benefit of millionaires. On the other hand, « 
few men of great wealth are complaining that the 
eurtaxes have not been reduced sufficiently and 
the estate tax has not been abolished. 

Despite the double attack on the bill, it will pass 
and it should pass. By and large, it is a good bill. 
It?is not oppressive. The head of a family earn- 
ing $3,500 & year pays no tax at all. The man with
